Veterans’ Metrotal Building pisgrai 
Should Be Given Wide Support— 


A fine, practical plan has been proposed for the erection 
of a permanent memorial to the veterans of World War No. 2. 


Under sponsorship of the Upland post of the American 
Legion a community memorial building will be erected on 


the ‘city’s “Eastside” park. 


The proposal thas received the endorsement of the Up- 
land city council through its purchase of the American Le- 
gion’s present building and the offer of a site in the park for 
the new building. 


Now, it is up to the general public to whole-heartedly give 
a generous endorsement to the project as a community me- 
morial to the men from this area who have served in the 
armed forces. 


A major portion of the money fer construction of the 
building will come from the public. The local Legion post 
has already established a building fund. The $8,000 to be 
realized from the sale of its clubhouse to the city, will be 
placed in this fund, along with other money. 


Even though definite plans for the community memorial 
building have not been made, financial contributions may 
be placed immediately with the post's building fund. A 
building to adequately serve the veterans as a clubhouse 


and the community as a meeting place will be planned. 


The Uplarn post of the American Legion serves not only 
Upland but also the outlying communities, Alta Loma, Cuca- 
monga and Etiwanda. Offer of a site in the Eastside park is, 
therefore, timely in that a building there will be more easily 
accessible than if it were to be placed within the Upland 
business district. 

For months thought has been given to a memorial struct- 
ure. 


The Legion post, the city council and other agencies 


have considered a building, and a possible site. 

In its meeting Wednesday night the Legionnaires took 
definite action in selling their clubhouse to the city and ac- 
cepting as part payment a tax-free site in Upland’s new 
park. Thus, final decision was reached as to location of the 
memorial. 


Soon definite building plans will be made. In the mean- 
time, residents of the community may express their apprecia- 
tion to the servicemen and help construct a memorial by 


contributing to the building fund.
